LIGHTNING AND HDT-1s 


It’s cool when you get a QSL letter and the 


person practically writes you a book. This is 
what Jim got from Kevin Larke, CE of WQTX 
92.1 in MI. Kevin wrote: “Hello Jim, My GM just 
gave me your reception report for 106.1 
WJXQ. We sure have had some bizarre 
propagation conditions lately. | get a lot of 
listener complaints during these times because 
people think we are at reduced power or 
something when they hear interference from 
other stations. 

| see you have a Sangean HDT-1 tuner. | 
bought one of these for $99 directly from 
Ibiquity. About 18 months ago, Ibiquity was 
selling HD radios to broadcasters to give as 
prizes. Our IT guy/asst. engineer Drew 
Henderson and | each bought one. It was hard 
to resist the price. | also have the Accurian 
(Radio Shack) HD table radio, a JVC KD- 
HDR1 in my truck, and a Radiosophy HD-100 | 
received for writing a review about it for Radio 
World newspaper. 

| had a lightning strike at my house a few 
months ago. | believe the lightning hit the HV 
utility lines because my neighbor and | both 
had things ruined by the surge and the HV fuse 
was blown for her house transformer. Two 15 
amp breakers tripped in my house. 

My HDT-1 and a GE/Philips undercounter 
kitchen radio were damaged beyond practical 
repair by the surge. When | took them apart, | 
found that both AC line cords were connected 
directly to the primary of the power 
transformers. | believe a fuse and some surge 
protection probably would have saved both 
units. 

Sangean told me the HDT-1 isn't worth 
repairing. | would like to get the improved HDT- 
1X anyway. | bought a new Sony ICF-CDK50 
for my kitchen. It has a 3.5mm stereo line input 
so | can patch in my mp3 player...that's handy. 
| took it apart and also found the AC line cord 
wired directly to the power transformer. | added 
a large 130 VRMS MOV disc across the 
transformer primary (there were empty holes in 
the PC board for a disc cap or MOV’?). | left the 
white neutral connected. | mounted a chassis 
mount 3AG_ size fuse holder near the 
transformer. | unsoldered the black hot lead of 
the line cord from the transformer and soldered 
it to the center pin on the fuse holder. | added 
another piece of black wire from the other 
terminal on the fuse holder to the transformer. | 
used a 0.25 amp fast fuse. 

If | were you, | would do the same to your 
HDT-1 tuner. There is plenty of room for a fuse 


holder. The theory is that a voltage surge from 
the AC line will make the MOV conduct hard 
and blow the low current fast fuse before any 
damage is done. | have done this to a lot of 
gear at transmitter sites. | would rather replace 
a fuse after a thunderstorm than have a burned 
up piece of equipment. Most equipment 
already had a fuse, | just had to add the MOV 
discs. 

You want the MOV across the primary of 
the transformer (or 120 volt input on gear with 
switching power supplies). The fuse goes in 
series with the hot side of the line cord (black 
wire or narrower blade). If the plug isn't 
polarized, use either side. Just be sure to 
connect the line wire to the center pin of the 
fuse holder to minimize the risk of shock when 
replacing the fuse. It's a good idea to insulate 
connections with heat shrink tubing. 

Anyway, if you're handy with tools, you can 
protect your HD tuner for about $5 in parts. I'll 
do it to my HDT-1X if | buy one. 

I'll mail your QSL today. About all | can add 
is a Q106 (WJXQ) bumper sticker. We don't 
have stickers for our others stations right now.

The FCC has approved rules for Distributed 
Transmission Systems -- “DTS” -- for digital 
TV. Basically, DTS allows a single DTV 
station to use multiple lower-powered 
transmitters on the same channel, instead of 
a single high-powered rig, to cover their 
service area. 


Consider the case of a viewer in Carthage, 
Tennessee, 83km (about 50 miles) from the 
WSMV-DT tower in Nashville. This viewer 
is predicted to receive a 52dBu signal from 
WSMV. (in practice the signal will probably 
be quite a bit lower as the populated areas 
of Carthage are on low ground!) 


Imagine that WSMV decides to install a 
second DTS transmitter on the WUCZ-FM 
tower, about four miles north of Carthage. 
This transmitter runs 250 watts at a height 
of 30 meters (about 100'). The second 
transmitter is predicted to provide a 64dBu 
signal — 12dB stronger — to the viewer in 
Carthage. Again, in practice the advantage 
is likely to be even greater because of the 
terrain blockage in most of Carthage. 


In most cases, additional DTS transmitters 
must locate their coverage areas inside the 
area specified by a “Table of Distances’, 
located in new FCC Regulation 73.626. For 
example, any DTS transmitters for WSMV- 
DT (channel 10 in Zone 2) must confine 
their 36dBu signal to within 123km of the 
“reference point” - in most cases (including 
WSMV's) their existing DTV transmitter. 


In some cases, a station's analog coverage 
extends beyond the area specified in the 
Table of Distances. Such stations may 
extend their DTS coverage to their old 
analog coverage area. WECT-6 Wilmington, 
N.C. is specifically mentioned in_ this 
proceeding; when their analog station was 
shut down, the FCC received a large 
number of calls from viewers who lived 
within the station's analog coverage area 
but outside its DTV area. 


Stations may also extend DTS coverage 
outside their analog service area to reach 
viewers who have lost service from another 
affiliate of the same network. In both of 
these situations, stations have only until 
August 18, 2009 to apply for these 
additional DTS facilities. 


Finally, stations may extend their DTS 
coverage to equal that of the largest 
(coverage) station in their market. This is 
under the same rule that allowed a 
Columbus, Ohio DTV station to apply for 
1700kw (for a single transmitter), 70% more 
power than is normally authorized for a DTV 
station. _The Commission says “...DTV 
stations likely will not actually need to 
exceed the ERP and antenna HAAT 
limits...”, but in theory there is no limit to the 
power and antenna height of a DTS 
transmitter. 


(just as, in theory, there is no limit to the 
power and antenna height of a main DTV 
transmitter, if that power is necessary to 
match the coverage of the market's largest 
station. In practice, of course the coverage 
of the largest station sets one limit! - and 
other limits are set by RF exposure safety 
limits and availabiity of very high-powered 
transmitting equipment, and especially by 
the need to avoid interference to other DTV 
stations.) 

The Commission considered allowing a 
“DMA Approach” to limiting DTS coverage 
areas. This approach would have allowed a 
station to establish DTS coverage anywhere 
within the Nielsen Designated Marketing 
Area. (DMA) In the heavily-populated 
Northeast and Great Lakes areas, stations’ 
coverage areas are similar to or larger than 
their DMAs, so a DMA Approach would 
have no advantage. But in the West, DMAs 
can cover vast areas. The Wichita DMA 
covers roughly two-thirds of the entire state 
of Kansas; the Salt Lake City DMA 
envelopes all of Utah. 


In the interest of maintaining opportunities 
for successful new local stations in outlying 
areas of large DMAs, and maintaining 
available channels for LPTV and Class A 
stations, the Commission refused to go with 
the DMA Approach. 


They did remind broadcasters that they will 
entertain applications for on-channel DTV 
translators. From a technical standpoint, 
these really are no different from additional 
DTS transmitters; the differences are strictly 
regulatory. (the on-channel translators are 
secondary service which can be bumped by 
new full-power stations, and they require 
additional licenses — they are not covered by 
a DTV station's own license — and can only 
be filed for during LPTV filing windows. ) 


Another concern was “cherry-picking”. This 
is the (hopefully theoretical) practice of 
building DTS transmitters only in particularly 
desirable parts of the service area and 
leaving other areas unserved. 


Imagine a DTV _ station in Sheboygan, 
Wisconsin, about 40 miles north of 
Milwaukee. Without “cherry-picking” rules, 
this station might choose to build three DTS 
transmitters: a modest-powered rig in 
Sheboygan just large enough to provide a 
city-of-license signal across the city; and two 
one-watt transmitters across the street from 
the cable headends in Milwaukee and 
Green Bay, just powerful enough to entitle 
the station to must-carry protection in those 


large cities. Vast areas between 
Sheboygan and Green Bay, and between 
Sheboygan and Milwaukee, would be 
unserved. 


The DTS rules attempt to prevent this 
practice. For one thing, they will require the 
coverage of the various DTS transmitters to 
be contiguous — each transmitter's coverage 
must overlap that of at least one other 
transmitter. The hypothetical Sheboygan 
station would be unable to meet that test. 
Finally, the FCC considered establishing 
regular rules for DTS at LPTV and Class A 
stations. They decided not to do so at this 
time. Such stations may still file for 
experimental Special Temporary Authority 
for DTS. 


Do not expect this decision to set the TV 
world on fire. The footnotes in the FCC 
document note two cases where stations 
received experimental authority to test DTS 
but have since ceased DTS operation. 
(WPSU-15 Clearfield, Pennsylvania and 
WTTK-54 Kokomo, Indiana) 


Univision has filed for permission to ship 
programs across the border to XHDTV-49 
Tecate. Presumably this is to become a 
Telefutura affiliate. (it's my understanding 
XEWT-12 in nearby Tijuana is already 
carrying Univision) The Public Notice lists 
the station's power as 3881kw.

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Regarding KALO-DT Honolulu — they were 
having trouble getting a channel 10 facility 
approved at their existing transmitter site. It 
was too close to the FCC's’ Hawaii 
Monitoring Station and would likely interfere 
with the monitoring operations. Channel 38 
was felt less likely to interfere. 


It does beg the question of why the same 
FCC assigned channel 10 in the first place?

FCC Asks for Input on FM IBOC Power Increase (Radio World Online) 


Some HD Radio advocates believe it would help their technology flourish on the FM band. Others worry about its impact. The debate has a number of commercial 
and noncom broadcasters pushing the idea of stations hiking digital power, while NPR sounds more cautious notes. 

The digital power increase proposal now is getting a closer look. The Federal Communications Commission wants public input on the feasibility of increasing FM 
IBOC transmitted power levels. 

We've reported that a group of 18 broadcasters and four IBOC transmission manufacturers have asked the commission to let stations voluntarily increase FM IBOC 
power up to 10 dB, from the current level of 1 percent of a station's authorized analog power (—20 dB) to a maximum of 10 percent of a station's authorized analog 
power (-10 dB). 

Their intent is to boost digital power levels for better building penetration and mobile and (soon) portable reception. |Biquity Digital filed studies in support of the 
request. 

National Public Radio submitted its recently completed research on digital radio coverage and interference, funded by the Corporation for Public Broadcasting. In its 
studies, NPR concluded that such an increase could result in interference to reception of first- and second-adjacent channel FMs; NPR argued that further testing is 
necessary. 

The FCC seeks comment on everything involved: the original request for the power increase as well as the iBiquity and NPR studies. Comments are due Nov. 28 and 
replies on Jan. 4. 

Comments may be filed online by accessing the ECFS or the Federal eRulemaking Portal. The docket number is MM Docket No. 99-325.

ARRL Protests DRM Alaska Test (Radio World Online) 


A leading ham group has come forward to protest the test plans of Digital Aurora Radio Technologies, the company that has an experimental authorization to test 

Digital Radio Mondiale broadcasts at high latitudes. 

The national association for amateur radio, the American Radio Relay League, says one of the frequencies on which DART would test will interfere with amateur 

broadcasts, and the ARRL has asked the Federal Communications Commission to modify or cancel the experimental license. But the company tells RW it won't 

operate in those frequencies. The FCC amended the license. 

In 2009, DART proposes to test statewide transmission of DRM at high latitudes in the 5, 7 and 9 MHz shortwave bands; it hopes the tests, if successful, will lead to a

A fair bit of Es in Feb, good tropo in Mar-Apr, and 
even some trans-Gulf tropo in May. It's been over 
a decade since any TX panhandle tropo had been 
caught. However, the Es in May was late coming 
and rather low in quantity, though the May 25th 
event did run very late into the night. 
Unfortunately, two of my three new loggings this 
period came from local translators, each for the 
same Hispanic religious outlet. Not only did their 
audios initially suffer from various degrees of over 
deviation, they also are on frequencies that many 
in town consider to be already occupied! This is 
especially true of 92.1 with KNBT in New 
Braunfels (which carries many San Antonio 
advertisers). The K221EX there seemed to come 
and go over the days/weeks/months as they may 
have been tweaking its power/antenna pattern to 
minimize the effects on KNBT's coverage area. 
The one on 93.7 impacts Austin's KLBJ to various 
degrees, depending on local tropo enhancement, 
but it can be more of a detriment to DXing at 
some azimuths as that channel has provided 
many more loggings than 92.1 does.

Our corporate Director of Engineering circulated an email yesterday indicating the "Short-term Analog 
Flash and Emergency Readiness Act", S.3663, has passed the U.S. Senate. 


(why "Flash"? Because that way, the bill's acronym spells "SAFER".....) 


This legislation would require the FCC to establish rules no later than January 15th which would allow 
many TV stations to continue analog operations for 30 days after February 17, but only to broadcast 
information about the DTV transition and such emergency/safety information as the FCC may find to 
be in the public interest. 


It specifically excludes stations whose analog operations are in channels 14-20 and 52-69. It also 
specifically excludes stations whose analog operations would interfere with post-transition digital 
operations. (this would of course include stations whose post-transition digital channel is their current 
analog channel! — that will affect two of our stations.) 


It does NOT require stations to leave their analog operations on the air. 

The House version H.R. 7013 has not yet been acted on. The wording is slightly different so unless 
i's amended before approval a conference will be necessary. We do expect the bill to pass the 
House. 

I've not read anything about whether President Bush plans to sign the bill, but I'd be VERY surprised 


if he vetoed it. The bill gives the FCC a deadline of January 15th to act - that's five days before 
President Obama is inaugurated, so he won't be the one signing it.

It is that magic time of year, the point where we pause and ask ‘Ole Santa 
for things we may not get, or even deserve. But, we can always ask, can’t we? 
Those of us who haunt the VHF ham bands have one item on our Christmas lists 
— to get our shot at working the 4 Meter Band. 

4 Meters is a fairly new ham allocation, and one not available in North 
America outside Greenland. The band, starting at 70 MHZ, is allocated mainly in 
parts of Europe and Africa. In Great Britain, perhaps the main user of the band, 
4 Meters (OK. They spell it “metres,” but this is America, so I'll use our spelling) 
extends from 70.0 to 70.5 MHz. That’s not a huge allocation, but it’s certainly 
enough for a lot of DX fun. In other countries, the band edges and allowed 
transmission modes vary. 

Hams who are lucky enough to have 4 Meters available certainly have 
challenges. First, equipment is not commercially available. So, operators on the 
band are often “home brewers” or those able to beg, borrow, or steal from others. 
Further, power output may be significantly limited. Spain, for instance, which just 
got a 4 Meter allocation, is capped at just LOW ERP. Hungary, another recent 
player on the 4m scene, also limits to LOW ERP. Since even a modest antenna 
system may bring 6 dB forward gain, 2.5W input might be all you get! But, if you 
want power, head to Somalia. If you don’t mind the Spartan living conditions, 
you can work 70 MHz with a whopping 3 kW input! 

Operating on 4 Meters would be an interesting, to say the least. Sporadic- 
E, the staple of 6 Meter (50 MHZ) operation, would be plentiful. Tropospheric 
ducting, while still not at the thrilling levels seen on 2 Meters (144 MHz), would 
certainly be better than on 6 Meters. Perhaps the main difference between 4 
Meters and 6 Meters would be apparent at Solar Maximum. F2-layer 
propagation — a rare, but extremely fun treat on 6m — would be so rare at 70 MHz 
that an opening might be a once-in-a-lifetime event. 

As much as | would like to dream about working 70 MHz, even at low 
power, | know it ain’t gonna happen — at least not for a long time. While 
numerous ideas abound as to the future of low-band VHF TV, 70 MHz falls right 
in the middle of the band, inside the channel 4 allocation. After February, 
although there will be very little activity on the channel, the allocation remains, 
and a few stations will be using it. 

So, we can ask Santa for 4 Meters, but I’m thinking a little coal in our 
stockings is the best we can expect.

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PROBLEMS RECEIVING LOCAL DIGITAL TV STATIONS

Saul Chernos writes: 

I've got the Insignia (STB) working at home, 
in downtown Toronto, fed through rabbitr ears, 
about a mile or so from the CN Tower, where 
the xmtrs are located. | have fairly tall buildings 
blocking in between. | can receive some local 
signals OK, but some are spotty, breaking up 
badly to the point they're not worth watching, 
and one or two are consistently 'no signal’ 
despite signs it's trying. Oddly enough, WNLO 
in Buffalo is fairly consistently in (WNED and 
others only occasionally). I'm doing this in 
deadband winter cx. 

With analog, some signals | were less than 
perfect but entirely watchable. Is my 
experience with the DTV conversion box 
typical? Is this what people can expect with 
over the air DTV, with or without good rooftop 
atnennas? Are apartment dwellers and people 
who can't install good rooftop antenna systems 
SOL? If so, there will be unhappy 
consumers... 

I'm curious to any DXer reaction to this. 


Steve Rich replies: 

Wow, you are close to the local transmitters! 
My first reaction to your current experience 
with the Insignia is that multipath is killing the 
signal quality at your location. But with that 
being said, and factoring in my experience with 
a number of various DTV receivers over the 
years, | can't imagine what your experience 
would be with ANY of the older DTV receivers. 
The LG (Insignia, Zenith) CECB unit is by far 
the best one out there to deal with multipath. 

On the other hand, I'm sure that most DTV 
viewers do not live within 1-2 miles of local 
transmitters. My nearest DTV tower (WTHR- 
DT 46 @ 1000kW) is 3 miles away. | rarely 
use any indoor antenna, but when | have 
experimented with one this’ station was 
sometimes rather tricky to keep locked. 
Antenna placement was very critical. | assume 
it's multipath, but I've also wondered whether it 
could be related to another proximity issue. 
Maybe one of our transmitter engineers, like 
Doug, can answer this. Is it possible to be so 
close to the tower that the main signal radiates 
above your receive antenna? 

Also, I'm not familiar with the Toronto DTV 
stations so | have no idea what kind of ERP 
they are sending out. A quick check indicates 
you are approximately 60 miles from Buffalo, 
so receiving WNLO-DT (1000kW @ 1000 ft.) 
indicates your receive antenna is working quite 
well. 


Bill Hepburn replies: 
When weather radio was on from the CN 
Tower on 162.475 and also St Catharines 


53 


162.475 at the same time (before CN Tower 
switched to 162.400), we got many complaints 
in deadband cx that people near the CN Tower 
could no longer pick up Toronto - but instead 
we getting St Catharines 40 miles away! The 
CN Tower sigs must have literally been going 
over their heads. 

But as far digital vs. analog Saul, | wonder 
whether your box is a victim of overload? | 
have a Sony DVR that doesn't like signals too 
strong. For CITY-53 & CKXT-66, they were 
breaking up despite being rock solid on my TV. 
Backing off with a variable attenuator resulted 
in no breakup & better SNR value on the DVR. 
| now put the coax for the DVR through a 7 dB 
loss splitter just to keep the sigs lower. (Mind 
you, my Zenith box, which is like your Insignia, 
seems to not have a problem - but then I'm not 
1 mile away from the CN Tower). 


Bob Seaman shares some thoughts: 

| agree with Steve that your problem is most 
likely multipath signals especially since you 
have tall buildings between the transmitters 
and your location. Using a Sylvania SRZ3000 
and an Accurian with an indoor 2-bay UHF 
antenna requires some adjustment to the 
antenna position be get a lock on the local 
digital stations. When | use the CM 8-bay 
antenna at about 15 feet above ground level, 
there isn't any problem getting a lock. There 
are a lot of tall trees (about 30 feet high) near 
my house in the direction of the transmitters 
which are about 17 miles away. Also | get 
some ghosting of the analog signals of these 
stations when | use the indoor antenna instead 
of the 8-bay. | haven't used my Zenith DTT- 
900 with the indoor antenna, but | would expect 
to have a similar problem with the multipath 
signals, especially on UHF. 


And Saul sez: 

This is interesting feedback, from all of you. 
Thanks! It will be interesting to see how the 
transition goes and any complaints that may 
emerge from people like myself and how these 
might be addressed - if the people with 
oversight even care. 


And here’s Scott Fybush: 

Living less than a mile from Pinnacle Hill 
here in Rochester, | have no doubt that it's 
possible - and pretty easy, actually - to 
overload a DTV box with even a minimal 
antenna if you're close to the transmitters. 

Serious question for Saul - have you tried 
sticking an unbent paperclip into the antenna 
jack of the Insignia box? Believe it or not, that's 
what I've been using here for my locals, with 
great success...and we're actually 


recommending that WXXI viewers close in to 
Pinnacle try it as well. 


Doug Smith adds: 
| think Bill (and Steve) is right on both counts - 
especially the latter. 

It is possible for DTV signals to be “too 
strong”. Overload of RF amplifiers in analog 
may simply cause parts of the picture to get a 
bit "washed out", but in digital it may make it 
impossible for the receiver to tell the difference 
between +7 and +5. That would result in 
roughly10% of the data being misread - | can't 
imagine any box could recover from that. 

So first, if you have any amplifiers in the 
circuit, get rid of them! 

Second, consider trying an attenuator. Or 
even a worse antenna. (at that range, might a 
paper clip be an adequate antenna??) 


Steve Rich again with more info: 


Here's another example of the correlation 
between Bill's explanation about being too 
close to the CN Tower to receive the weather 
radio signal and your issue relating to the poor 
DTV reception. This is from WKAR-DT, East 
Lansing, MI.

Next Monday night (11/24) from 8-9 PM, 
we're doing an hour-long special on WXXI-TV 
in Rochester called "DTV 101," complete with a 
phone bank staffed with engineers so viewers 
can call in with their questions about the 
conversion. 


Instead of the one- or two-minute "shutdowns" 
that stations have been doing, we're trying 
something a little different - viewers of our 
analog over-the-air signal on channel 21 will 
see a red bar across the bottom of their screen 
throughout the hour.

terrestrial, high-frequency digital radio service for the state of Alaska. 

The ARRL takes issue with testing on the 7.1 — 7.3 MHz portion of the band, which it says is heavily used within ITU Region 2, including Alaska, and "is allocated 
domestically exclusively to the amateur radio service." DART plans to test using a 20 kHz bandwidth digital emission at a transmitter output power of 100 
kilowatts and an ERP of 600 kW within a radius of about 930 miles of Delta Junction, Alaska. 

"There is a 100% certainty of severe, continuous, harmful interference from operation of the DART facilities as authorized by the commission to ongoing amateur 
radio operation at 7.1 to 7.3 MHz," says the ARRL in its petition, filed this week. It calls that portion of the 7 MHz band perhaps the most heavily used amateur 
HF band in the United States. 

According to the grant for the CP and license, issued Oct. 7, operation is subject to prior frequency coordination with the SBE. On Oct. 24, the FCC issued an 
amended license that redefined one of the station's frequency ranges to eliminate conflict with the Amateur Radio Service. The amended license narrows the 
range to 7.30 to 7.60 MHz. 

In response to queries Thursday evening from Radio World asking about this issue, company President Whit Hicks stated in an e-mail that DART would not 
operate in 7.1 to 7.3 MHZz, to avoid any interference with amateur operators.
